I could almost sec the 
bla^e of the 1-oug Ti*m as -lu* InirleJ her eh:iiii- 
fhot among the rigging of the British vessel— 
tlic shoiils <*l the eiiemv — the liilfer shouts of 
detinnee which :ni.*vvcied back — Hie grand as- 
sault — the meeting of liH-men face to la*-e, and 
hand to hand— ih«- ehi-hing*of .*teol — the going 
down into the ditch of ih*; cockade and red- 
coat togetlier. All thc.*e things *eemed present 
lielore tiic, and 1 <-<*ul<l se;irecly reali/.e th.at 1 
lived in ls«;i in.*te;ul ot 1777. 

As I write, my tent is sheltcnMl by the boughs 
of a iiv«-oak phanted during the period fv hen 
Georgia wa.s a colony, and it is jiruhahle that 
Hie scion’s of Engl;iA»d’s royalty liave eujoved 
many .a g>ila-diiy in the grounds adjoining mv 
canij*.

Tbe 
remains of the old mansion are near the camp, 
while the c^raiul i*ld avenue whii'h lei to the 
man-ion of this “flue old Engli-li gnu ’ is cov- 
ered over w ith the growth of a ccniary, while 
everything ar<*und betokens a grandeur of style 
w Lii-h Time has laid h'ls Unger ui>*jii and marked 
as belonging to the pa.-l . But why continue thL'? 
Has not every li*ol of our soil some claim to 
sacred remeiiihranee, for, thuugli we arc the 
childien of .a new world, we trample daily upon 
the hurled hi-iorv <*f a {K-onle who were once as 
mimcnius it not as powerful as vve are now. 

Before concluding Hiis random letter, I mii*t. 
I'av a irihute to our cavalrv Kilpatrick: and 
i-andor euinpels me to sav that, on first :ic- 
quaiutance, I w-as very far from lielng favorably 
imprcs.-H-d with him.
